‘M OTHER K A TH E R IN E ” DREXEL 
SPEN D S M ILLIONS IN TH IS 
WORK. 


H as Founded Many Schools, E m ploy­ 
ing Indians to Build T hem .—Only 
Full-blood Indian Catholic P riest in 
th e W orld. 
M any thousands of Indian children 
in O klahom a and 
Indian T erritory 
have been educated by m eans *f tita 
“ D rexel millions,” a large portion of 
w hich has for years been devoted to 
th e cause of 
Indian 
education by 
M other K atherine, form erly Miss K ate 
Drexel, of Philadelphia, sister of John 
H . Drexel, banker and sugar m agnate, 
and closely related to the others of the 
sam e nam e who have m ade it fam ous 
in the w orld of finance. 
I t w as 
M other K atherine w ho started the In ­ 
dian school a t Chilocco, w hich has 
now been tak en in charge by th e 
governm ent, and m ade the principal 
Indian training school of the South­ 
w est. 
The tw o schools a t Paw huska, 
In Pottow atom ie county, a re also mon­ 
um ents of her bounty. 
She keeps in close touch w ith her 
w ork, and visits the Oklahoma schools 
In w hich she is interested a t least once 
a year. 
She is usually accom panied 
by her sister, w ho is also deeply in­ 


known being the Nazareth Institute at 
Muskogee, w hich w as founded in 18&I1. 
It w as beset by m any difficulties dur­ 
ing its earlier years, bu t survived them 
all and is now a flourishing institution. 
The institutions which have pros­ 
pered the most, and in w hich M other 
K atherine has taken the g reater inter­ 
est, 
are, 
how ever, 
naturally 
these 
am ong the tribes which w ere already 
under the influence of Catholic teach­ 
ings, 
the 
Osages 
and 
the 
Potta- 
w atom ies. 
The Osages had of course 
been instructed in the Catholic faith, 
before their rem oval from Southern 
K ansas, by th e fath ers a t the old 
Osage m issions, now St. Paul, first un ­ 
der the directions of the venerable 
F ath er Schum acher, and later under 
F ath er P au l Ponziglione, a near rela­ 
tive of the royal fam ily of Italy, w he 
m ade 
m any 
journeys 
am ong 
the 
Osages after th eir rem oval to the te rri­ 
tory. 
F ath er Scroll, of Independence, 
Kan., also used occasionally to follow 
the trails through w hat is now Okla­ 
hom a as fa r w est as F o rt Sill. 
T he beginning of the w ork am ong 
the P ottaw atom ies w as also m ade as 
Sar back as 1S71, w hen F ath er Robot 
a French m issionary, offered his ser­ 
vices to the bishop of L ittle Rock, who 
then had jurisdiction over this te rri­ 
tory, and struck out into the Indian 
country. 
H e settled first a t Atoke, bu t 
in 1874 moved to Sacred H eart, found­ 
ing the fam ous abbey of th e Benedic­ 
tines there, which is the only mon-

All of 
4he m illions she has expended for In- 
llian education have been employed 
under direction of the Interior Depart­ 
m en t, as her long study of the Indian 
i|)roblem is recognized to have made 
3ier one of the best authorities on the 
eu b jec t in the country. 
¿Planned th e B uildings P ersonally, 
-^"he St. Louis and St. John schools 
«1 P aw huska, both founded by M other 
K ath erin e a num ber of years ago, are 
.good exam ples of the w ork she is do­ 
in g for the education of the Indians. 
B oth have handsom e and commodious 
buildings, 
planned 
personally 
by 
M other K atherine, 
and have given 
(hundreds of Osage children their first 
know ledge of the w hite m an’s learning. 
M any of the teachers are them selves 
Indians, graduates of these or sim ilar 
schools, who have entered w ith en­ 
thusiasm into the education of their 
fellow tribesm en. 
The Osage schools 
receive som e assistance from the gov­ 
ernm ent, and their scope is greatly 
w idened by the orders now in effect 
from th e agent’s office th a t every 
Osage child of school age m ust be in 
school in order to draw its share a t 
the annuity paym ents. 


U sed Indian Labor. 
W hile M other K atherine’s benefac­ 
tions have alw ays been liberal, it is 
her plan to let the Indians do the w ork 
w henever possible, in the construction 
of buildings and w ork of a sim ilar 
character. 
W hen the Sacred H eart 
school burned five years ago, and w as 
rebuilt P ottaw atom ie and Kiekapoo 
Indians m ade the brick for the new 
structure, and did much of the w ork 
tow ards its construction, w orking, of 
course, under th e direction of a w hite 
contractor. 
Much of the m aintenance 
of this school, which is claim ed to be 
the oldest w est of the M ississippi river, 
is borne by M other K atherine, and it 
w as by h er visits to this school th at 
she discovered A lbert N egahnquet, the 
fullblood Pottaw atom ie boy educated 
by her, and who is now the only full- 
biood Indian Catholic priest in the 
world. 
A fter ids graduation a t Sacred 
H eart, she paid his expenses through 
C arlisle and the Catholic university a t 
W ashington, finally finishing his edu­ 
cation a t Rome, from whence he re­ 
turned only tw o years ago, to take up 
his w ork am ong his own people. 


Is Founder of Several Schools. 
A num ber of s.chools of the sam e 
sort have been founded and m aintained 
i f M other K atherine, probably the best 


stery in the U nited S tates governed 
directly from France. 
Its first abbot 
w as F ath er Felix D eGrasse, a lineal 
descendent of the fam ous F rench ad ­ 
miral. 
Upon his death tw o years ago 
lie w as succeeded by F ath er M urphy, 
a native of Savannah, Ga., and the 
first m an of A m erican birth to join 
the brotherhood a t Sacred H eart. 


M ore D estru ctive and T errible than 
th e n ew F loating G iant, th e English 
“ D readnaught”—Old ‘"Constitution 
to be Saved. 
One hundred thousand dollars for 
th e preservation of the old frigate 
C onstitution, and $10,000,000 fo r the 
construction of a huge new battleship 
of th e sam e nam e are tw o provisions 
to be included in the naval appropria­ 
tion bill. 
The new C onstitution is to be the 
m ost pow erful ship of w ar afloat. She 
will excel the B ritish D readnaught 
recently launched by K ing E dw ard by 
as much as the D readnaught will ex­ 
cel anything afloat w hen she is com­ 
pleted. 
H er 
authorization 
m ay 
be 
said to be directly th e result of Togo's 
victory in the Sea of Japan. 
I t w as 
the B ritish naval attache on board 
Togo’s flagship 
who 
hurried home 
after that battle and warned the Ad­ 
m iralty of the needs of the B ritish 
navy, and this brought about the con­ 
struction of the D readnaught. 
Now 
w e are to follow and eclipse th e B rit­ 
ish naval wonder. 
The N avy D epartm ent has secured 
full inform ation concerning the plans 
of the D readnaught, an d th e arrange­ 
m ent of her pow erfifi arm am ent, so 
that it is known exactly w hat uinst be 
done to b eat her. • 
In order th a t the departm ent m ay 
not be L im pered in any w ay in deter­ 
m ining upon the plans of the mew Con­ 
stitution the forthcom ing bill w ill pro­ 
vide th a t the Secretary of the Navy 
m ay use the contingent fund t* secure 
inform ation 
from 
ship-builders 
tin 
w orld over, if he so desires, before 
finally accepting the design of the ten 
m illion-dollar pacifier. 


P ro v isio n s for Ship, 
This provision for the new America 
sea fighter is in line w ith the desire 
of the P resident and the earnest re­ 
com m endation 
of 
A dm iral 
Dewey, 
who 
recently 
appeared 
before the 
N aval C om m ittee of the H ouse an 1 
gave a spirited talk in support of his 
views as to th e necessity of con­ 
structing larg er and more pow erful 
battleships for th e A m erican Navy 
A t the tim e the naval estim ates w ere 
m ade up last fall, Secretary B onaparte 
w as opposed to any such increase, bu t 
he has since come around to the side 
of the President, and is now heartily 
in favor of the com m ittee proposition. 
The naval experts in W ashington 
have long been convinced th a t th e 
16,000-ton b attle ships M ichigan and 
South Carolina, authorized by th e last 
Congress, represent th e lim it of possi­ 
bility on a displacem ent no t decidedly 
greater. 
To go beyond, in any ap­ 
preciable degree, the fighting efficiency 
of such ships, it w ill be necessary to 
have not only m ore pow erful arm a­ 
m ent, bu t higher speed and g reater 
steam ing radius, to gain which there 
njust be heavier an d moré pow erful 
machinery 
and 
greater 
coal-carrying 
capacity. 
The displacem ent 
of the 
D read­ 
naught is bu t 2,000 tons g reater than 
th at of th e M ichigan or the South 
Carolina. 
N aval 
construction 
ox- 


necessary to develop high speed, or 
the g reater bunker capacity essential 
to w ider steam ing radius. 
They point 
out th a t in the D readnaught it w as a t­ 
tem pted to preserve tw o of these 
factors, gun pow er and speed, bu t th at 
to do so it w as necessary to sacrifice 
the arm or protection, w hich they be­ 
lieve such a battleship should have. 
No Lim it to C ost. 
No sacrifice in arm am ent, speed, or 
steam ing radius will have to be made 
in desigring the new Constitution. 
The only lim itation placed upon the 
Secretary of the N avy by the Naval 
A ffairs Com m ittee is th a t her hull and 
m achinery shall not cost more than 
$6,000,000. 
The provision for the b at­ 
tleships M ichigan and South Carolina, 
now the largest ships building for the 
navy, w as $4,000,000 each, and there 
is no doubt in the m inds of the m em ­ 
bers of th e com m ittee th a t if the 
Secretary decides to go to 20,000 tons 
or beyond, the ex tra $2,000,000 now 
provided will easily accom plish it. 
I t is estim ated th a t the arm or and 
arm am ent for the ship will cost som e­ 
w here in the neighborhood of $3,500,­ 
000 in addition to the hull and m a­ 
chinery, and th a t other fittings will 
bring th e total for the new C onstitu­ 
tion up approxim ately to $10,000,000. 
The 
D readnaught 
is 
planned 
to 
carry ten 12-inch rifles. 
The Michi­ 
gan and South Carolina are to carry 
eight 12-inch guns. 
The D readnaught 
will be able to concentrate six guns, 
for bow or ste m fire, w ith eight om 
either broadside, w hile the A m erican 
ships can use four guns dead ahead om 
dead astern, and «all eight ahead or. 
astern on a quartering fire, w ith all 
eight on either broadside. 
So th a t in 
point of fire they are nearly as ef­ 
ficient as the D readnaught, which ex­ 
cels 
m aterially only 
in the 
single 
point o f 
speed. 
To 
counterbalance 
iliis th e A m erican ships have the de­ 
cided advantage in arm or protection. 
T h e A d v a n ta g e of Guns- 
The C onstitution will have as high 
f-peed as the D readnaught, and the 
llouble advantage 
over 
the 
B ritish 
i-hip of g reater gun pow er and more 
rom plete arm or protection. 
She will 
be m ore able to inflict blows and b et­ 
te r able to w ithstand them . 
She will 
carry tw elve 12-inch rifles, so a r­ 
ranged th a t she can concentrate eight 
of them in firing dead ahead or dead 
astern, or off the bow or quarter, and 
ten on either broadside.

p erts say th at an addition of 2.0(H) tons 
to the displacem ent of the A m erican 
ships is insufficient to accom plish all 
three of the factors necessary to m a­ 
terially im prove upon them , and the 
increase would be entirely consumed 
by the provision for any one of these 
factors.

gently.

policies adopted by 
m any paper m akers in regard to per­ 
petuating th e forests are doing much 
for th e cause of forestry.

M aine began by inhabitants of other 
parts of New England and its growth 
has been steady and sure, w ith the 
exception of the years of, and im m e­ 
diately following th e Civil W ar. 
The 
population, however, h as been alm ost 
entirely confined to the lower half of 
the state and only very recently have 
the 
im m ense 
possibilities 
and re­ 
sources of th e northern h alf been re­ 
alized. 
It is estim ated th a t a t least 300,­ 
000 natives of M aine a re scattered 
throughout 
th e 
other p arts of the 
country 
a t th e present tim e. 
H ad 
this 
vast arm y rem ained to devel­ 
op th eir native sta te At is im possible 
to realize tb e ahange th a t would have

AFRICAN PYGMIES. 


LONDON INSPECTS SIX SMALL 
INDIVIDUALS FROM THE CON* 
GO COUNTRY. 


Men Average Four Feet Six, and 
Women About Four Feet in Height— 
Without Religion, Go Naked and 
have Peculiar Customs. 


London town is very much interest­ 
ed in six small human beings who 
have recently arrived from Africa. 
Colonel Harrison, an officer in the 
British Army, has brought with him 
from, the Ituri forests of the Belgium 
Congos a half dozen pygmies. 
Colonel Harrison went last year 
into the Ituri forest, also known as 
Stanley forest, hoping to capture one 
or more okapis. This part of his ex­ 
pedition was a failure. On the other 
hand, he succeeded in living four 
months amid the pygmies and per­ 
suaded four men and two women of 
the 
tribe to 
accompany 
him to 
Europe. 
The long journey has been accomp­ 
lished by the six dwarfs in the face 
of a thousand difficulties. 
Colonel 
Harrison and his proteges were de­ 
tained at Khartoum and later at Cairo 
for several weeks, certain English 
philanthropic societies having earnest­ 
ly opposed their expatriation. The ex­ 
plorer was obliged to prove to the 
British Government that the dwarfs 
were with him voluntarily. 
The six pygmies were of course duly 
measured by the English anthropolo­ 
gists on their arrival in London. Their 
mean height was 4 feet 6 inches for 
men and 4 feet 1 inch for women. 
The Congo Pygmies are very strong 
and also brave without being gener­ 
ally aggressive, although Colonel Har- 
ison reports that last winter, during 
his stay in the forest of Ituri, a party 
of pygmies attacked a Belgian cara­ 
van, killing seventeen carriers and 
plundering the goods. 
They are no­ 
mads, having neither fields nor houses, 
and live only on game and wild fruits. 
Their household utensils are limited 
to a few earthen saucepans, in which 
they cook game without taking the 
trouble to skin it. They eat the skin 
as well as the meat, even breaking the 
bones with their teeth.

The Little Eskimo Nan. 
The hoy is now eleven years old. For 
two yéars he has spent a large part of 
his time playing kaiak-man in his fath­ 
er’s kaiak. 
Now his father, having 
proudly watched his son gradually gain 
a good working knowledge of the boat, 
has decided to have a kaiak built for 
the boy. 
So the father takes his son to the 
shore and they walk along it for a 
distance of several miles, gathering 
drift wood, the boy meanwhile being in­ 
structed in the art of selecting the 
proper kind of material for the frame 
of a kaiak. 
That afternoon, with the little m an 
lending a helping hand now and then, 
the big man puts together the ribs of 
the boat. Bright and early the follow­ 
ing morning the boy’s mother and her 
friends, all chattering gaily, stretch 
over the ribs a fine seal skin, made 
pliable by much diligent chewing on 
the mother’s part. As they stretch it 
they sew it in place, so that when the 
last stitch is taken the skin is taut 
everywhere; the kaiak perfect in every 
detail. 
The father is mightily pleased, and 
he shows it by passing around hot cof­ 
fee to all those who have worked on the 
kaiak. While this is being drunk, the 
child struts into their midst a verit­ 
able bundle of skins. 
He has on a 
diminutive wholejacket, with a hood 
over his head, the sleeves have mittens, 
his boots reach to his hips over skin 
trousers. 
The only part of his body 
exposed is his eyes and roundabout. 
By this time the father has placed 
in their respective positions on the 
kaiak lance, harpoon bladder, coiled 
harpoon line, kaiak knife, bladder-dart, 
bird-dart, throwing-sticking harpoon. 
The boy lays hold of the kaiak, and 
with a lusty shout hauls it to the 
water’s edge. 
He thrusts his legs in 
the round hole in the middle, meant 
for the purpose. He finds, as should 
be the case, that the opening is just 
the circumference of his thighs. 
In 
a jiffy he fastens the bottom of his 
wholejacket to the kaiak ring around 
the rim of the hole and raised slightly 
above it. He makes a quick movement 
with his two-bladed paddle, and is off 
for his initial voyage in his very own 
kaiak. 


Are Sons of Nature. 
They walk about completely un­ 
clothed. 
Only among the tribes that 
live on the confines of the forest and 
have relations with the negroes of 
greater stature, do the women wear a 
girdle of leaves. 
Both the men 'and women shave the 
head partially; some cut straight paths 
across their wooly hair; others dress 
it with birds’ feathers or squirrel 
tails. 
They have absolutely no Religious In­ 
stincts ánd believe in neither God nor 
devil. They generally practice polyg­ 
amy. As with the Chinese, the birth 
of a girl is regarded as a calamity. 
Strangely enough, the young mothers 
sometimes steal the new-born children 
of the neighboring tribes of normal 
stature, leaving their own babes in 
exchange. 
L ast of a Great Race. 
“The Pygmies do not live to a 
great age,” said Col. Harrison. “Life 
is hard in the somber Congo forests; 
nature is a pitiless task-master to this 
remnant of the race that once peopled 
the greater part of Africa. The rain 
that falls in torrents for eight months 
transforms the ground into a marsh. 
It may be added that the pygmies 
are remarkably intelligent, that they 
appear to have the gift of language to 
an incredible degree, that they excel 
in the art of extracting iron from the 
ore, of forging it, and of making arrow­ 
heads of it without other tools than 
round stones. 


E leetrieity to be Cheaper. 
An invention of the greatest im­ 
portance, which will effect a revolution 
in the industrial world, has been made 
by a Roman electrician, Adolph Tome, 
who has succeeded in solving the prob 
lem of storing electrical energy. 
His invention will make it possible 
to transmit an electric current with a 
loss of a little less than 2 per cent, 
no matter how great th^distance. 
It will be possible, for instance, to 
supply heat, light and power for all 
purposes to the city of Paris with 
electricity generated by the waterfalls 
of Switerland at a price that will drive 
all the present electric companies out 
of business. 
An American syndicate is said to 
have offered the inventor $1,000,000 
for the American patent, but the offer 
has not been accepted.

But the little man has not played 
about his father’s kaiak in vain. 
As 
he feels the boat capsizing he seizes 
one end of his paddle in his right hand 
and with the left he grasps the shaft 
as near the middle as his short arms 
will let him. As he holds his breath 
for dear life, he places the paddle 
along the kaiak’s side, with the pad­ 
dle’s free end pointing toward the bow. 
Pushing this end sharply out to the 
side and bending his body well for­ 
ward toward the inverted deck, he 
makes a strong, circular sweep of the 
paddle—and presto: here he is again 
right side up and with not a drop of 
water in his kaiak or beneath his skin 
clothing. For this dry condition he has 
to thank the chap who long ago con­ 
ceived the idea of fastening the bottom 
of the wholejacket to a kaiak ring, 
and to his mother for lovingly making 
his sea-going garments waterproof.

The hoy’s eyes brighten wonderfully 
at the words of great praise. Two days 
later they are even brighter, as he 
paddles away with His father to the 
hunting grounds of the seal far out 
on the dark sea.

Washington 
Letter. 


(From Our Regular Correspoudeut. 1 


Washington D. C., April 21, 1.906. 
Not since the reorganization of the 
army in 1902 has it been called on to 
lace an emergency of any sort. 
The 
disaster at San Francisco however, 
has proved an emergency of the first 
magnitude, aud rt is a satisfaction to 
bo able to report that the army has 
met it w ithout apparent effort. 
The 
immensity of the loss at San Fran­ 
cisco from lire aud earthquake has 
dwarf ted everything else in the news 
lino and the whole attention of most 
of the departm ent has been given to 
sending and receiving news, hurrying 
forward relief and authorizing the 
officers on the spot to make ail sorts 
of provisions to meet the necessities 
ot the case. 
Secretary Taft said privately that 
he was giad they had an offieer on the 
ground who came to the front like 
Gen Funston and di«i things first aud 
asked authority afterward. 
Congress 
sunk all differences ot party in pass­ 
ing the emergency appropriation bill 
giving 81,000,000 to be imm ediately 
available for tho relief work. 
This 
bill was passed in record tim e and 
sent to the president, receiving his 
signature all withiu the space of six 
hours. 
Tho only am endm ent made to 
it was the next day when senator 
Morgan introduced another resolution 
making it clear that the money was 
available for the purchase of medical 
supplies as well as food. 
Telegraphers have 
been ou duty 
constantly at tho war aud navy de­ 
partm ents as iu the days of the Span­ 
ish war, and the secretaries of war 
and navy and of commerce and labor 
have been in touch with the depart­ 
ments over the phoue at ali hours. 
The governm ent for onco has been 
effectively 
busy 
and 
harmonious. 
Orders have been flashed from Wash­ 
ington calliug ou the quarterm asters 
ana commissaries of the various army 
and uaval posts most closely in touch 
with San Francisco to forward sup­ 
plies as fast as they could be collect­ 
ed. 
It has been realized that the 
prom ptest relief was the most effect­ 
ive, and the first train of government 
supplies was expected to reach San 
Francisco on Thursday night. 
The cost ot 
the disaster to tho 
governm ent will be enormous. 
The 
destruction 
iu m ilitary 
aud naval 
stores in aud around San Francisco 
alone will he 82,506,000. 
In addition 
to that tho damage to buildings and 
equipm ent 
m ust be 
counted, and 
there are 87,000,000 worth of govern­ 
ment buildings w ithin the area of the 
disturbance. 
The relief work inelud­ 
ing tho appropriation from congress 
will also m ount iuto tho m illions. 
The government has decided that 
there should be a representative of 
tho adm iuislratiou ou the spot and 
secretary 
Motcaif has 
accordingly 
been selected aud started for C ali­ 
fornia on Friday night, 
llis selection 
was the natural one as the depart­ 
ment of 
commerce 
and 
labor 
is 
already closely iu touch, with the 
situation. 
it has ordered the fish 
cowmissiou ou steam er Albatross and 
all the available tenders of the light 
houso service to the sufferers. 
Secre­ 
tary M etcalf’s home is iu Uakiaud, 
and while ho is accompanied in Wash- 
intgou by Mrs Metcalf, he has a son 
and sister iu the stricken city from 
whom he has received no news since 
tho disaster. The secretary has borne 
up gamely under the personal distress 
that the news lias caused him, and 
although he sent private messages and 
did all he could ou the side to get 
track ot his hoy, he gave his first 
attention to the work ot relief aud 
let fam ily m atters come atter. 
Secretary 
M etcalf was proceeded 
west a few hours by representative 
Ju liu s Kahn of San Francisco, who 
was sutfeiiug peculiar tortuies from 
the news. 
Less than 48 hours before 
the shock, Mr Kahn had received a 
teiegram from Ban Francisco saying, 
“ M other aud son doing w ell.” 
Mrs 
Kalin had given biith to a boy just 
before the disaster aud from that time 
tho father has been able to hear noth­ 
ing of either of them.

The great calam ity on the Pacific 
slope has for the moment dwaifted 
all other subjects, and the reading 
public of the country has almost for­ 
gotten that congress and the daugh­ 
ters of the Amerian Revolution are in 
session in Washington. 
We can safely

scrappings to them ­ 
selves. 
Congress is still active with 
the many 
railroad 
rate bills and 
amendments. 
Senator L aFolette is 
in the m idst of a nine hours’ discus­ 
sion, which will be completed next 
week. 
There was a disposition on the 
part of senators to treat him with 
studied contempt. 
Many 
of them 
left the senate 
chamber 
when he 
began to speak. 
He is not as popular 
in this chamber as he is in his state 
and in the country.

Synthetic Alconol. —Rays from Slow 
Com bustion.—Better Than O ysters.— 
Gas M antles for H eating.—Clay as 
Food.— Refrigeration bv E lectricity.—

Carbon and energy are the elements 
to be figured in estim ating the cost ol 
alconol as made by a new process at 
St. Alban, France. 
A m etallic car­ 
bide yields etbylene when acted upon 
by water, the ethyleDe unites witb 
sulpburic ncld to form ethyl hydrogen 
sulphate, and this when acted upon 
by water produces alcohol and sul­ 
phuric acid. 
The alcohol is separat­ 
ed by distillation. 
The sulphuric 
acid is concentrated for use again, 
aDd the m etallic oxide from the car­ 
bide is used with more carbon for a 
fresh supply of carbide. 
Thus far the 
carbon 
used 
has been about four 
tim es the am ount theoretically necess- 
aiy. 
The visible radiation ot horning 
substances 
has 
suggested 
to 
F. 
Streintz, a German physicist, that 
slow oxidation should give rise to 
some kind of radiation. 
On investi­ 
gation, he has found that magnesium, 
aluminum, zinc and cadmium em it 
some form 
of radiation, 
possibly 
ultra-violet light, when in a gas co n ­ 
taining oxygen; that this radiation 
gives electric charge to the gas; and 
that it produces chemical effects, as 
on photographic plates. 
An exposure 
ot half a m inute gave an image of a 
magnesium ring on potassium iodide 
paper. 
When one side of the ring 
was raised a fiftieth of an inch from 
the paper, 
the image was blurred 
toward that side, proving that the 
rays do not penetrate more than a 
few thousandths of an iDcb of air. 
The snail, “ the poor man’s oyster,” 
of France and Spain, is pronounced 
a very pleasing food when selected 
from clean feeding grounds and pro­ 
perly cooked. 
Its nutritive value is 
100 per cen greater than th at of the 
oyster, 
analysis 
sbowiDg that the 
solids embrace nearly 90 per cent of 
tissue-building proteid 
m atter, be­ 
sides which are 6 per cent of fat and 
4 per cent of m ineral substance, in ­ 
cluding phosphates. 
The Welsbach m antle transform s the 
obscure heat of a blue flame gas- 
burner 
into 
lum inous 
radiations, 
which are rich in yellow and green 
rays, 
but contain little red. 
The 
sim ilar incandescent m antle of Del- 
age, a French engineer, is composed 
of a m ixture of rare earths of which 
the highly radiant cerium is chiet, 
aud instead Of the brilliant light it 
emits heat, its spectrum being made 
up of red and invisible rays. 
Its heat 
is estim ated to be 100 per cent greater 
than that of the Welsbach m antle and 
40 per cent greater than that of any 
other gas-burning device. 
The burn­ 
ers may be arranged on a movable 
stand of live or more, or may be 
placed in a radio incandescent grate, 
and when warming a room the mantles 
are 
almost 
non-lum inous, 
while 
throwing out horizontally an intense 
heat. 
E arth eating is still praotised in 
parts of Africa and South America. 
A French naturalist has lately found 
that the Indians ot the high table­ 
lands of Bolivia have a great liking 
for a paste ot clay, 
which is some­ 
times mixed with coca leaves, but as 
a rule is taken by itself in little 
dried pellets. 
H um boldt and other 
explorers have claim ed that the clay 
eaten has a certain nu tritiv e value. 
Two specimens 
recently 
analyzed 
contained 95 per cent or more of puie 
silica, the rem ainder 
consisting ot 
iron oxide, alum ina, magnesia and 
water, and a specimen examined a 
century ago was 
sim ilar but with 
much more iron oxide and two per 
cent of copper. 
Such substances can 
have no value 
as food,- while the 
copper may be injurious. It is point­ 
ed out, however, that they may take 
the place of woody fiber in such food 
as flsh, and ifidirectly prom ote digest­ 
ion by their griDdiDg action. 
The direct production of cold from 
electricity is a problem 
that elec­ 
trical 
engineers 
are 
considering. 
Something may be done by connect­ 
ing a motor to an air-com pressor aud 
expanding the compressed air into a 
cold storage 
chamber, 
but this is 
costly and cumbrous. 
We may expect 
the electro-chem ist to refrigerato by 


e n e r g y trom the electric supply mains 
through some such direct method as 
a reversed battery abstracting heat 
from the air. 
The wbiteniDg of human hair with 
age has been proven to be due to the 
action 
of phagocytes, 
the 
white 
blood-corpuscles, which devour the 
pigment. 
Dr. E. Trouessait, 
the 
French naturalist, has found that the 
tur of certain mammals—such as the 
stoat—is sim ilarly bleached in winter, 
and that these animals do not change 
their coats, as has been believed. The 
cold in some unknown way causes the 
pigment tc shift to other layers of the 
hair, where it is devoured. 
Under 
intense cold a 
small mammal has 
turned white in a single night, just 
as human hair has blanched suddenly 
under intense 
emotion, 
quickened 
activity of the phagocytes seeming to 


be the direct cause in both cases. 
In the ingenious process that is 
being tried 
in B ritish 
Columbia, 
artificial sandstone bricks are mado 
by mixing sand and lime in a mould 
in which a vacuum is pruduced. 
No 
space beiug allowed for the expansion 
of the lim e on hydration, com press­ 
ion of the m aterial results. 
The brick 
is further compressed 
in powerful 
stamps, aDd 
is then placed in a 
current of steam tor eight or ten 
hours. 
The m aterials are thus made 
to combine chemically into hydro­ 
silicate of lime. 
The lim e lirmly 
oements the particles of sand to ­ 
gether, and an exceedingly hard and 
fairly m oisture-proof brick results. 
An experim ental factory for making 
sil dresses from spider webs exists in 
Madagascar, hut is likely to lail be­ 
cause the spiders refuse to work. 
Their tim e is spent mostly in sulk­ 
ing fighting, 
or 
devouring 
their 
young. 
Occasionally, however, their 
mood changes, and then they spin for 
days at a stretch, dying from exhaus­ 
tion. 
It is hoped that a better under­ 
standing of their habits w ill bring 
better results. 
The aluminum books for the blind 
now being printed in Edinburgh are 
of thin sheets embossed iu the usual 
way. 
They are easier to read than 
paper books, do not soil, and are 
practicaliy indestructible. 
Their ex­ 
pensiveness is their chief drawback.

A L o n s , H ard P a tli to R e a c h a Good 
F e e B e fo re th e Su p rem e C o a rt. 
The lawyer who works his way up 
from a five dollar fee in a suit before a 
justice of the peace to a $5,000 fee be­ 
fore the supreme court of his state has 
a long aud hard path to climb. Lincoln 
climbed this path for twenty-five years, 
with industry, perseverance, patience- 
above all, with that self control and 
keen sense of right aud wrong which 
always clearly traced the dividing lino 
between his duty to his client and his 
duty to society aud truth. His perfect 
frankness of statement assured him the 
confidence of judge and jury in every 
argum ent His habit of fully admitting 
the weak points in his case gained him 
their close attention to his strong ones, 
aud when clients brought him question­ 
able cases his advice was always not 
to bring suit. 
“Yes,” he once sáid to a man who of­ 
fered him such a case; “there is no rea­ 
sonable doubt that I can gain your case 
for you. I can set a whole neighbor­ 
hood at loggerheads; I can distress a 
widowed mother and her six fatherless 
children and thereby gain for you $600, 
which rightfully belongs. It appears to 
me, as much to them as it does to you. 
I shall not take your case, but I will 
give you a little advice for nothing. 
You seem a sprightly, energetic man. I 
would advise you to try yotir hand at 
making $600 in some other way.” 
He would have nothing to do with the 
“tricks” of the profession, though ho 
met these readily enough when prac­ 
ticed by others. He never knowingly 
undertook a case in which justice was 
on the side of his opponent. That same 
inconvenient honesty which prompted 
him in his storekeeping days to close 
the shop and go in search of a woman 
he had innocently defrauded of a few 
ounces of tea while weighing out her 
groceries made it impossible for him to 
do his best with a poor case. “Swett,” 
he once exclaimed, turning suddenly to 
his associate, “the man is guilty. You 
defend him; I can’t,” and gave up his 
share of a large fee.—nelen Nicolay in 
St. Nicholas.

There will be an immense demand 
in the resurrection oí San Francisco 
from her m antle ot ashes, for b u ild ­ 
ing m aterial of every description. 
It 
is conceded th at the demand will far 
exceed the capacity .of the present 
sources of supply. 
Immense q u a n ti­ 
ties ot lim e 
will be needed, also 
cement, m arble and other stones s u it­ 
able for rebuilding th e desolated city. 
Within twelve miles of tho term inus 
of the lone 
and E astern Railroad, 
there exists a practically inexhaust­ 
ible supply of marble, and suitable 
m aterial for the m anufacture of lime. 
The marble conld be used for floor­ 
ing 
decorations. 
We 
have other 
m aterial such as granite, soapstone, 
th a t m ight be made bases of thriving 
industries, if cheap and rapid means 
ot transportation were afforded by the 
extension of the railroad, a dozen 
miles or so to th e east. 
I t would 
likewise open up vast tracts of spruce 
an a sugar pine lum ber to market. 
In this emergency the resources ot 
th is region are w orthy 
of investi­ 
gation by capitalists, with th e view ot 
extendnig railroad facilities to tap 
these d orm ant sources of wealth. 
A 
year ago tnere was a serious ag ita­ 
tion to build a ioad in this direction. 
Surely, if the outlook from a financial 
stan dp oin t was deemed encouraging 
them, it is doubly so now, when an 
unprecedented demand for supplies 
ot every charaoter has been created 
by the calam ity in San Francisco. 


After Business.

mercial interests ot the city for the 
tim e being. 
Some business men have 
started on the Oakland side of the 
bay,

least 
by San F rancisco ’s 
eclipse. 
The business houses which have thus 
resumed elsewhere have done so with 
the in tention of retu rning to the me 
tropolis as soon as possible. I t is not 
reasonable to suppose otherwise. 
No 
m atter what inducem ents are held out 
by other 
places, business considera­ 
tion s would lead the large concerns 
at least to stand by the stricken city. 
The wholesaler th at would desert San 
Francisco in th is ho ur of trial would 
be tabooed throughout the state. The 
city tradesm en would have no deal­ 
ings with the renegade firm. And the 
same sp irit of resentm ent would large­ 
ly prevail throughout the state. 
It 
is sheer nonsense .to 
th in k th at the 
supremacy of Han Francisco is jeo par­ 
dized in any way by the ovrewhelm- 
ing m isfortune th at has overtaken her. 
The patriotic m erchant or manufac 
tu re r will not dream of desertion. The 
tim id and selfish dare not desert. Han 
F rancisco ’s prestige and standing as 
th e comm ercial center of the Pacific 
coast is not endangered by the great 
calamity. 


Extra Session. 


If newspaper report is correct, the 
governor has concluded 
to call a 
special session of the legislatnre. 
It 
any help can be afforded the sm itten 
city of San Francisco by an extra 
seession of the lawmakers, there are 
few in California who would raise a 
protest on account of the expense. 
The only objection comes from a co n­ 
viction th a t any 
rem edial measures 
can be had w ithout the intervention 
of the legislature. 
The members are 
urgiDg the calling of the session. 
At 
snch a tim e it is out ot place to q ues­ 
tion the motives of public officials. 
S till we cannot help rem arking that 
tho tru e interests of the comm unity 
are n ot always mirrored by the solons 
who throng the capitol in law making 
times. They are often as tar from the 
people as the 
poles 
are asunder. 
The times ahead ju st now are too 
strenuous to tolerate tax-eating scan­ 
dals of any character, and legislators 
are not blind to this fact. We may be 
pardoned for doubting whether the 
session, if called, will be productive 
of much benefit that could not be 
achived in other ways. 
R ut the re­ 
h abilitation of San Francisco without 
delay is the all-im portant problem 
confronting 
C alifornia 
to-day. 
If 
goveuor Pardee, in whose 
integrity 
and judgm ent the people have the u t ­ 
most confidence, believes th at s u b ­ 
stan tial progress can be made in the 
desired direction by an extra session, 
th e public generally will cheerfully 
acquesce in the movement, and place 
the responsibility for any shortcom- 
Dgs upon the legislators.

not know whether any of the paraders 
are

citizens.

parade has the politioai significance 
of being the movem ent of a political 
party, the presum ption is that the 
participators are voters. 
Une thing 
is certain, an applicant for n a tu ra l­ 
ization, who, on exam ination of his 
qualifications 
for 
citzenship, 
a n ­ 
nounced th at he was a patron of the 
red flag, and all th a t 
it stood 
for, 
would 
be 
refused 
admission. 
An 
applicant is asked the question if he 
is in accord 
and sym pathy with our 
form of government. 
The hoisting ot 
the crim son banner conveys the idea 
th at those who marched under it are 
not in sym pathy with our in s titu t­ 
ions, but favor revolution. 


The D ispatch 
prin ted a list last 
week purporting to give a complete 
statem ent to date of the subscriptions 
received by the various relief com 
mittees, who canvassed for c o n tri­ 
butions for the sufferers by the Han 
Francisco fire. 
The list was far from 
being complete, and gave a grossly 
inaccurate idea. 
M any subscribers 
were left off, and this naturally raised 
a howl. 
Fersons who had donated 
money wanted to know why they bad 
been om itted from th e list as p u b ­ 
lished. 
The secretary of the relief 
com m ittee was appealed to repeatedly 
to give the cause of such lop-sided 
publication.

The Burned District. 


The extent ot I he burned area ot 
San Francisco is estim ated ap p ro x i­ 
mately as seven square miles. 
A lino closely following the bound­ 
aries of the burned district, beginning 
at the Pacific Mail dock, corner of 
First aud Brannau street, proceeding 
westerly 
south of 
M arket 
to the 
Mission, aud northerly to the hay, by 
way of Vau Ness avenue aud other 
streets, which m ark the western and 
uorthorly lim its of the conflagration, 
and thence along the water front to 
the starting point, is about twenty- 
six miles in length. 
B ut this line 
is very irregular. 
W ithin the area th us roughly o u t­ 
lined few buildings have escaped total 
destruction by fire. 
Among those 
still standing, aud comparatively u n ­ 
injured, are the Ferry building, at 
the toot ot M arket; the U nited Htates 
M int aud postoifiee, which latter, it 
is estim ated, may be fully repaired 
for 
8300,000. 
The 
United 
Htates 
appraiser’s building, aud other b u ild ­ 
ings within th e d istrict bounded by 
Montgomery, 
Battery, 
Jackson and 
Washington streets, were saved by the 
heroic woik of Federal troops. 
On Telegraph H ill a score of dw ell­ 
ings likewise escaped the flames. 
A n­ 
other oasis which escaped the confla­ 
gration is the neighborhood of Jones 
and Green streets 
In that quarter a 
dozen or more residences, including 
th at of 11. 
P. 
Livermore, were u n ­ 
hurt. 
The line surro uu diu g the burned 
d istrict may be described app rox i­ 
mately as follow s: 
Htartiug from the 
Pacific Mail dock, at F iist and Brau- 
uan, the lino extends westerly, follow­ 
ing the north line of B rauuan into 
Hecoud, and along the west side of 
Second to Townsend; thence along the 
north line of Townsend to Heventh. 
At F o urth and Towuseud the large 
brick building form erly occupied by 
the 
Houthern 
Pacific 
for general 
offices was 
destroyod, leaving 
the 
wooden freight aud passenger bu ild ­ 
ings on the southerly side of Tow n­ 
send, between T hird aud F ourth, u n ­ 
hurt. 
From Seventh and Townsend 
tho fire line extends along the east 
line of Heventh, 
crossing Brannan 
between Seventh 
and E ighth, 
and 
run ning along the east line of Eighth, 
to B ryant; thence along Bryant to 
Jnn ip er, midway between T enth aud 
Eleventh; thence along Ju n ip e r to 
H arrison; thence along H arrison to 
Fourteenth; 
along 
F ou rteenth 
to 
Folsom ; along Folsom half way to 
F ifteen th ; thence 
to Hbotwell and 
along Shotwell to F ifteen th ; aloug 
F ifteenth 
to 
Howard, 
and 
along 
Howard to E ig h te e n th ; thence north 
erly along E ighteenth to Capp, 
aud 
along the west line of Capp to a point 
half way 
between N ineteenth 
and 
Tw entieth; thence along the north 
line of Tw entieth to Dolores, where 
tho fire was checked by opeu squares 
formerly used as Jewish cemeteries, 
but now owned by tho city.

Fulton, and along the southerly line 
of M cA llister to Gough, theuca along 
the easterly line ot Gough to Goideu 
Gate avenue, aud along the southerly 
line of Goideu Gate avenue to Vau 
Ness avenue.

follows tbe easterly 
line of Vau Ness avenue to Hutter, 
thence crossing to the west side of 
Vau Ness, aud follow ing the north 
line of S u tter to F ran klin , and along 
the east line of F ran k lin as ta r north 
as Clay. 
Thence aloug the east line 
of Vau Ness the fire spread northerly 
to Greenwich; along tho south line ot 
Greenwich to L arkin, and aloug the 
east ¡me of L ark in 
to L om bard; 
thence along the south line ot L o m ­ 
bard to Hyde, and the east line of 
Hyde to C h estnu t; thence easterly 
along the south side of C hestnut to 
Taylor; aloug the east line of Taylor 
to Bay, aud the south line of Bay to 
Mason; thence down the east line of 
Mason to tue water front on the north 
side ot the city.

A Drunk Suffocated in Sutter Creek 
Calaboose. 


The building used as the town lock­ 
up iu Sutler Greek was destroyed by 
fire on Wednesday night at 11 o ’clock. 
Ouo uuknowu man suffeied death by 
sutt'ocatiou. 
A t about 7 o ’clock iu 
the eveuiug 
constable T u ttle 
was 
called to arrest a man for drunkenness 
aud disorderly conduct. 
After some 
dilficulty the man was finally lauded 
in the jail. 
I t took the united efforts 
of th e constable aud three other men 
to take him. 
On the way be said be 
would buru the — jail dowu if they 
put him in it. 
He was locked up aud 
nothing 
more 
tho ug ht 
about 
it. 
About 11 o ’clock it was found that the 
buildiug was ou fire. 
The door was 
quickly broken down, but when the 
un fortunate man 
was pulled 
from 
under th e bed, 
where he was found, 
be was dead. 
The hose company soon 
got to work aud 
extinguished the 
flames. 
The victim 
was 
removed 
from the scene aud inquiry started to 
find who ne was. 
He came to Sutter 
the day betore iu company with two 
other men. 
They made a precarious 
liv in g —selling 
wire 
coat 
hangers, 
fixing umbrellas, and work of the 
kind, 
lie was searched before being 
locked up aud a block of matches was 
takeu from him. 
No papers that 
wpuld show the m an ’s identity were 
found 
His companions stated that 
he 
had been 
with them 
for two 
months, and was known as “ S h o rty ,” 
they came from San Francisco to the 
mountains. 
C oroner 
H uberty 
went 
to 
the 
scene 
prom ptly 
and 
sum moned a 
jury. 
The testim ony shows th at th e 
man deliberately 
set tho place on 
fire, tb iu k iu g he would be able to get 
out. 
A verdict of suffocation caused 
by the kindling of the. fire with his 
own hands was brought in. 
lie was about 30 years ot age. 
His 
com panious left after the inquest for 
tho valloy. 
The loss to the couuty 
will probably be 8250. 


Local Financial Aspect. 


The prolongation ot the legal h o li­ 
days is having a very depressing effect 
upon the 
business interests of the 
state generally. 
It is felt in tire 
country alm ost as bad as iu the large 
centers of population. 
While 
the 
legal holidays last, the banks are at 
liberty to open or rem ain closed as 
they please. 
And those th at do open 
for business, cau elect to lim it w ith­ 
drawals of deposits as they see fit. 
When the legal holiday barrier is lift­ 
ed however, commercial banks must 
meet their obligations to depositors, 
to the extent of their credit balances. 
The bank vaults of San Francisco 
are not sufficiently cooled to perm it 
ot opening with safety. 
No doubt 
the legal holidays will continue u ntil 
such time as all danger from the 
destruction of 
valuables contained 
therein by 
prem ature 
exposure is 
passed. 
This may necessitate legal 
holidays for a weok or more yet. 
The troubie with country banks is 
iu m aking new arrangem ents so that 
drafts issued by them may be im m edi­ 
ately honored by bauks below. 
It is 
uot so much a shortage of funds to 
meet local demands, but to give the 
usual exchange 
to 
depositors 
aud 
others th a t will 
be available with 
businoss men outside. 
i 
With regard to the Amador Bank, 
red Eudey, the cashier, went to the 
city the first of tho week, for the p u r­ 
pose of arranging to issue drafts there 
as usual, or on Oakland. 
He re tu rn ­ 
ed Wednesday evening, aud went to 
San Francisco again yesterday m o rn ­ 
ing, 
provided 
with 
the necessary 
au thority of a resolution passed by 
the board of directors 
authorizing 
him to make all arrangem ents to that 
end. 
He will return this week, and 
expects to como 
back with 
every 
arrangem ent to carry on business as 
usual.

week therotore it is 
hoped that the embargo on the b ank­ 
ing business in Jackson will be lifted, 
w hether the legal holidays are con­ 
tinued or not.

Socialist Parade. 


A novel feature was introduced to 
the people of Jackson ou Tuesday 
last, May day, 
iu the shape of a 
political parade 
iu sym pathy with 
the socialist agitation here and else­ 
where. 
From w hat inform ation we 
can glean, a socialist party has been 
organized in this city. 
I t consists of 
about 70 members. 
I t is political iu 
its 
nature, 
and will 
sup po rt the 
nominees ot th at parly. 
Its members 
are alm ost 
exclusively 
ot 
Italian 
nativity or parentage. 
May day in 
France, aud some 
other European 
countries, 
corresponds 
with labor 
day here, 
i t is set apart for dem on­ 
strations by th e 
toiling masses of 
those countries. 
It was iu sym pathy 
with this movement abroad, and pro 
bably to show the existence ot this 
particular political organization in 
our m idst that a tu rn -o u t ot members 
was arranged for last Tuesday. 
Many 
of the participators took a day off 
from work at the mines, to join in 
the parade. 
The paraders mustered 
near 
the 
C alifornia 
hotel, 
aud 
marched down Main street aud B road­ 
way as tar as M arre’s,return ing to the 
starting poiut and there disbanded. 
The 
procession 
would 
not 
have 
elicited mucb com m ent were it not 
for one feature—namely, the flaunt­ 
ing of a red flag. 
I t is true, this red 
banner was surm ounted by the stars 
aud stripes, of dim iu utiv e size. 
The 
appearance of a red flag was very 
generously and righteously condem n­ 
ed, not ouly by n ative born citizens, 
but th e m ajority of foreign 
birth. 
However, the procession was orderly, 
no clash 
whatever 
o ccu rred ; 
aud 
nothing was dono on account of the 
flaunting of this discredited emblem 
for the 
first tim e 
within our r e ­ 
collection in tho streets of Jackson. 
It has been freely asked, aud without 
eliciting a satisfactory auswer, 
Why 
should a socialist party adopt a flag of 
any kind as tho symbol of its creed? 
E specially the emblem th a t is, in the 
popular m ind at least, antagonistic 
to governm ent as now organized. 
The 
republican p a rty —has no special flag. 
The dem ocratic 
party 
carries 
no 
distinctive color. 
Tne American flag 
—representing the principles ct our 
free 
in stitu tio n s—Í3 
sufficient 
to 
cuver all the political ideas for which 
these parties exist! 
Why should it 
be otherwise with the socialist party. 
What special significance do they wish 
to attach to th e unfurlin g of a red 
flag iu an American city. 
I t is a new 
departure, certainly, aud one which 
in the opinion ot conservative c iti­ 
zens m ight well be allowed to drop 
again into disuetude.

A THRILLING ADVENTURE. 


A Miner in Kennedy Pinioned Tor 
Four Hours, and Escapes Unhurt. 


A 
young A ustrian 
m iner named 
Lazo Kapor, 
passed through an ex­ 
perience iu the Keunody m iue iu the 
early hours of Saturday m orning last, 
which ho will never forget. 
H e came 
out of j t unscratched, and th a t is tbe 
most amazing part of the story. 
He 
was working alone iu No 7 stope at 
the 2500 toot level. 
I t was au old 
stope. 
H e was picking away at the 
loosened rock at least 50 feet above 
the floor of the level. 
Suddenly the 
wholo mass of loose rock seemed to 
slide dowu, carrying him with it, to 
the level floor, pinning him close to 
tho timbers. 
In this unlooked for 
toboggan slide, not a rock stru ck him 
hard enough to iu ju re him beyond a 
mere 
bruise of 
no 
consequence; 
neither was tho pressure ot tho mass 
laterally sufficient to interfere with 
his breathing, or prevent his outcry. 
The nearest workman 
was fully 100 
feet away, 
lie started to make loud 
calls for help, to let his comrades 
kuow ot liis predicam ent, hut no help 
came. 
Fie kept calling u n til he got 
tired, and realizing th at it was u se­ 
less he quit, 
and qu ietly awaited 
developments. 
He had beeu th u s im ­ 
prisoned tor more than au hour, when 
the car-man commenced loadiug rock 
from the very pile of ore that formed 
the barrier botween him aud f r e i­ 
dora. 
The carm an knew n ot of tho 
imprisoned miner, and the prisoner 
knew nothing of the man working 
unconsciously toward his liberation, 
in this predicam ent he rem ained for 
three long hours. 
They seemed like 
an age to him. 
F ou r o ’clock came, 
the tim e for the change of shift. 
The 
underground toilers mustered to be 
taken on top. 
I t was then noticed 
th at Kapoi was missing. 
In q u iry was 
made, 
hut no oue could give any in ­ 
form ation 
of his whereabouts. 
A 
search of the 
place where he had 
worked was made, and his cap aud 
other articles belonging to him wero 
found on the rock pile. 
Thon it 
flashed upon them th at he had been 
caught iu the slide. They set to work 
with a will. 
Of course, they expect­ 
ed to Hud that 
his life bad 
been 
crushed out by tho weight of debris. 
After toiling 
a short time, 
Kapor 
heard the souud of the rescuers w ork­ 
ing iu his direction. 
Then ho called, 
aud the crew of liberators, knew that 
ho was not only living but conscious. 
And they 
worked 
all the harder. 
The next thing they know, th e pres­ 
sure 
being sufficiently loosened 
in 
bis im m ediate presence, K ap or astou- 
ished them 
by 
clim bing over iiis 
rocky ram part, and greeting his co m ­ 
panious practically 
uninjured by his 
experience of close coufiuement. 
He 
says he was not scared, 
but felt a 
little 
bit 
uncom fortable 
a t 
tbe 
thought that he m ight perish behind 
th at wall, from lack of knowledge of 
his situation. 
He went to work at 
tho next shift as though nothing had 
happened. 
K akpor is unable to con ­ 
verse in English, and has been w ork­ 
ing in the K ennedy about two months. 
He is between 25 and 30 years of age, 
and unm arried.

Both the octopus and the cuttlefish 
have arm s th a t are clothed with u 
form idable array of suckers which are 
wonderful pieces of mechanism. W hen 
the sucker comes into contact w ith an 
object the central piston, having pre­ 
viously been raised so as to complete­ 
ly till the cavity of the sucker, is at 
once w ithdraw n and a pock et vac­ 
uum produced, explaining the great te­ 
nacity w ith which the suckers cling. 
They num ber upw ard of 100 pairs to 
each arm of the octopus, and once they 
obtain a grip on llie victim, unless the 
arm is actually torn aw ay from the 
body of tho octopus, It Is practically 
impossible for its prey to disentangle 
itself. 
In addition to these suckers the octo 
pus has a pow erful pair of jaw s, shap 
ed like the beak of a parrot, behind 
which is a form idable arm or plated 
tongue used as a rasping organ. 
The 
octopus will attack and kill crabs and 
lobsters of considerable size, ripping 
open the body by m eans of its powerful 
jaw s and devouring tho contents. 
In 
spite of being a creature of such awe 
inspiring looks the octopus has several 
enemies in various species of whales, 
sharks and conger eels. 
In fact, the 
latter are particularly fond of devour­ 
ing the sm aller octopuses. 
Conger eels hunt for the octopus and, 
when found, proceed to browse on Its 
limbs. 
The octopus tries to hug the 
slippery, slim y conger tight, bu t in 
vain, and, finding its limbs growing 
less, discharges its ink in the face of 
the foe and under cover of the turbid 
w ater beats a hasty retreat. 
I t Is to 
escape the too pressing attention of 
its foes th at the octopus possesses the 
pow er of changing its color to corre 
spond w ith th at of its surroundings.

A S p e c i a l C o m p l e x M e c h a n i s m E n a ­

W e are so accustom ed to .standing 
upright as a n atu ral attitude th at few 
of us think w h at a special complex 
mechanism is required for this pur 
pose. 
A m om ent’s consideration will 
show th at the ordinary explanation of 
the erect position (the center of gravi­ 
ty to be directly above the feet) Is In­ 
sufficient. 
W hen a m an Is suddenly 
shot, w hether from the front or behind 
he drops on his face, for the tru th Is 
th at there Is much more w eight in the 
front of th e spinal column than be­ 
hind It. 
The fact is th a t w hen w e are stand­ 
ing a large num ber of pow erful m us­ 
cles (both front and back) are sim ul­ 
taneously a t work, the effects of their 
action being to neutralize each other. 
Thus the legs would fall forw ard w ere 
it not th at they are kept vertical on 
th e feet by the strong tendon (the 
“Achilles”) a t the back of the heel. 
At the sam e tim e the muscles of the 
thigli are tightened so as to prevent us 
taking a sitting position, and th e m us­ 
cles of ti»e back are pulled tense so th at 
the tru n k does not stoop forw ard. The 
head is prevented from dropping on the 
chest by the ligam ents in the nape of 
th e neck. 
T hat the upright 13 not its norm al 
position is easily shown by the fact 
th at a m an nods as he is falling asleep, 
for as soon as the controlling nervous 
force is deadened the head drops for­ 
w ard by its own w eight, only to be 
pulled back into position again w ith 
a jerk when the braiu becomes sud­ 
denly aw are of au unusual attitude.

The Origin of the Organisation la 
the Time of Jelferson. 
Tam m any w as the heir of the spirit 
of the Sons of Liberty of the Revolu 
tionary w ar. It w as kin In some of its 
purposes a t least to those who wert 
then 
beginning 
the 
revolution 
lr 
France. It w as enthusiastic In Its sup 
port aud approval of th at revolution. 
Indeed a m isty legend has been handed 
down from generation to generation in 
the hall th at the suggestion cam e from 
Jeffersou him self, who, called from 
France to W ashington’s cabinet, was 
pained to see th at aristocracy, English 
In its Impulse and fostered by the So­ 
ciety of the Cincinnati, w as rooting it­ 
self so early In our national life. Tc 
crush th at Impulse, a t least to fetter It, 
Jefferson gave the hint, and Tammany, 
w ith Its tom ahaw k, stood facing the 
Cincinnati aud Its sword. 
W illiam Mooney, au upholsterer, but, 
like m any of the mechanics of th at day, 
keenly Interested In politics, suggested 
th at there be brought together in au as­ 
sociation those who dreaded the aris­ 
tocracy aud who suspected th at the 
purpose of H am ilton w as to force the 
governm ent Into som ething like a lim­ 
ited monarchy. Mooney found a good 
m any mechanics and m erchants who 
thought as he did, aud so a common 
purpose, the grouping impulse rather 
than any cunning planning of one man 
for 
personal 
advancem ent, 
brought 
some o ^ th e ablest political and per 
sonal foes of H am ilton and Jay togeth 
or, and with some m ystery of oaths 
and ritual, the pipe of peace, the feath 
ered headdress, even the painted face 
and leathern costume, w ith wampum 
for its ornam ent, these 
men were 
bound In one association as the Tam 
m any society, or Columbian order. 


BURIED LIVING PERSONS. 


Horrible Custom of Japanese Prior 
to Year 040 A. D. 
Prior to the year G40 A. D. the Japa 
nese had one of the m ost horrible 
burial custom s th a t can be im agined— 
th at of burying all 
the 
immediate 
friends and retainers of u prince .. 
other person of note in a standing po 
sitiou around the potentate’s grave and 
leaving them in the earth up to their 
necks to perish of thirst and hunger. 
The custom cannot be said to have 
been general as late as the date given, 
for the Japanese records prove that 
the tim e of the Em peror Suinin (97 
B. C.) the burial rites of royal , .-son 
ages w ere so modified as to partially 
abolish form er cruelties. 
Speaking of 
a young brother of Suiuln, who died 
and had his retinue buried standing 
around 
his 
grave, 
the 
old 
record 
says: “For many days they died not, 
but w ept aud cried aloud. A t last they 
died. 
Dogs and crows assembled and 
ate off their heads. 
The em peror's 
compassion w as aroused, and he de­ 
sired to change the m anner of burial. 
When the em press died, soon after, the 
mikado inquired of his officers if some­ 
thing in the w ay of a change could 
be suggested, and 
one 
proposed „ 
m ake clay figures of men and bury 
them as substitutes.” 
T hat this did not entirely do aw ay 
w ith the form er custom Is proved 
an edict issued In the year 046 A . 
, 
the date given first above, which forbid 
the burial of living persons and pro­ 
vided a penalty fo r-fu rth er adherence 
to the aw ful rite.—St. Louis Republic.
